A SMOKE GEYSER. 


The Singapore Free Pres of the 6th 
inst, contnius. the following details of 
this ocourrance which was reported at 
the time by cable:— 


A subterranean volcanic eruption — is 
feported to.have occurred at a distance, 
of about 350 miles. from Singapore.
